Minimum Car Load Weights. 


A inimber oi ehmg^K have been 
side in the official classification rules 


governing minimum car load weights. 
They \v«re effective oa the 1st lust. 


The additions to the rules relating 


tsi car loads materially increase the 


weight when cars of certain 


length are furnished. 


Rule 23. sis revised, reads: "When 


articles subject to the provisions of 
this rote are tvacied in or on cars 34 
feet and over in length the minhmim 
weight, therefor shall be 30,000 pounds, 
actual weight to be charged for when 
in'excess ot the minimum. When load- 
en in or on cars 34 feet in length the 
minimum shall be 24,000 pounds, ac- 
tual weight to be charged for when it 
is in excess of the minimum." 


Rule 27. as charged, provides -when 


articles subject to the provisions of 
the rule are loaded in or on cars 36 
t'eet or less in length they shall be 
charged at tlie minimum 
car 
load 


weight specified therefor in the offi- 
cial classification, actual Weight to be 
charged for wben in excess of the 
minimum weight. 


Among Uie articles subjected to 


these rules are timber and wood pulp, 
telegraph poles, wooden hoops, laths, 
logs, paving blocks, pickets, piles, 
shingles, shingle boits, harrel, cask or 


sbccks, wooden box shocks, 


.•fesrrei staves, picture backing:, coop- 
erage stock and beading. Maisy arti- 
cles not formerly subject to these 
rules have been brought under the new 
provisions.

The poor could only watcli their 
little ones fade anil wither, like blight- 
ed tinners, under the pitiless sun, niul 
as I made my vaj down ihrousrh the 
uarroiv, crowded streets in tho tene- 
ment district ol the e.s&t fide 1 rnar- 
vele»l that ronianct'rs should so Ions 
have set their aioit pathetic scenes 
fina'd snow ami ice and depif-teJ cold 
as the climax of hnni'in =;i!ffcriug. 


It is the buriiiiiK h.'.-it ot summer that 


is hardest on the I oor. Llere •«&<! a 
tragedy oC uiti1, ersal, iiicsc.ip.ible snf- 
fi-rins: to vbich the bilfrest winter 
weather could oiler no parallel.

was taught to the white people l>y the 
Indians and that they made sugar Ions 
before the discovery of America. TJiis 
is only one of the mauy things tbrit the- 
white people learned from the Indians. 
Others were the weaving of cotton, the 
cultivation of Indian corn and the use 
of tobacco. 


Some of the early writers tell us that 


the French were the first to raobe this 
sugar and that tiiey learned how to 
make it from the Indian women. The 
sap was collected In. a rude way. a gash 
being cut in the tree, and Into this a 
stick was thrust, down which the free- 
ly fiowi'-t «ap dripped into a vp.ssel of
